Haggerty Warns: 
60% California's 
Labor Unorganized 


The following Labor Day Mes- 
ge of C. J. Haggerty, secretary- 
treasurer of the State Federa- 
tion of Labor, came in too late 
for inclusion in last week’s La- 
bor Day Edition of East. Bay) 
Labor Journal, so we are pub-| 
lishing it now: 

Labor Day traditionally is the 
day officially set aside in honor 
of those who toil and who pro- 
duce the wealth of this great 
nation. 


It is also the day, however, in 
which we take stock of past 
achievements, of present prob- 
lems, and of future prospects. 


There is much we can be 
proud of in the way of achieve- 
ments during the past year. By 
trade union action, wages in 
California have been pushed up 
approximately $4 a week since 
last summer to a record weekly 
average of $84.70 for factory 
workers. The latest figures of 
the Department of Industrial 
Relations show comparable in- 
creases in other industrial cate-

gories. 
This increase in wages has 
paced the substantial recovery 


from last year’s recession by 
providing the boost in purchas-

THE LETTER 

Following is the text of the 
letter: 

TO ALL LOCALS: 

Enclosed is a copy of a reso- 
lution endorsing the principle 
of the 7 hour day. 

Although many Unions in the 
Building Trades Council have 
endorsed the seven hour day 
and several have included a de- 
mand for its adoption in their 
negotiations, little progress has 
been made toward shorter hours 
in the past twenty years 

The Building Trades Council 
believes that a concerted effort 
must be made if we are to get 
shorter hours. Toward this end, 
the Council has appointed a 
Seven Hour Day Committee of 
one from each Local Union to 
consider and make recommen- 
dations to help bring about the 
seven hour day. 

A program of publicity and 
education to make everyone 
aware of the desire of all Build- 
Tradesmen for the seven 
hour day is being proposed. This 
resolution is the first step. You 
will be asked to participate in 
further efforts as the Council 
approves and adopts them. 

Your early consideration of 
this resolution is respectfully 
requested. Please sign and re- 
turn to the Council noting 
whatever action is taken. 

The action of all Locals is im- 
portant. A united effort will not 
fail. ..a half-hearted one will.

LEGISLATION 


On the legislative front, the 
1955 session of the California 
legislature brought new and far- 
reaching victories for organized 
labor. Your Federation secured 
the enactment of liberalizing 
measures in the field of indus- 
trial and social insurance which 
will increase workmen’s com- 
pensation, unemployment and 
unemployment disability insur- 
ance benefits by up to $30 mil- 
lion a vear. All major aitempts 
to emasculate these basic laws 
were defeated, as were the ef- 
forts of reactionary employer 
groups to strike at the body of 
the trade union movement. 
| These advancements and vic- 
tories, however, should not blind 
jus to the problems that lie 
jahead. 
| Economically, we as a nation 
are on the threshold of a second 
jindustrial revolution as we move 
rapidly into the era of new auto- 
jmatic processes. Whether or not 
this revolution brings with it an 
economy of abundance for all 
people, with increased leisure to 
enjoy that abundance, or an 
economy of mass unemploy- 
ment and labor displacement, is 
directly related to our ability to 
proceed with our historical ob- 
jective of organizing the unor- 
ganized. Only through organi-

“In these contracts, the Retail 
Clerks have won a long list of 
\benefits for retail store em- 
ployees—welfare plans, paid hol- 
idays and paid vacations, pen- 
sions and job security, higher 
wages, shorter hours and better 
working conditions. 


“While the Clerks’ opponents 
on the ballot have pointed to an 
agreement held by its interna- 
tional with other Ward stores, 
the Clerks have emphasized that 
the choice of the bargaining 
representative is up to the em- 
ployees—not to Ward's. 


‘REQUIRED BY LAW’ 


“If the Ward employees tn the 
Oakland store want the ex- 
perienced representation of the 
Retail Clerks, then Ward’s is re- 
quired by law to deal with the 
union of their choice. 

“Local 1265 noted, too, that in 
increasing numbers Ward em- 
ployees throughout California 
have chosen the Retail Clerks to 
represent them in _ collective 
bargaining. 

“The list of Ward stores where 
the Retail Clerks represent the 
employees now includes Hay- 
ward, Ukiah and Napa, Long 
Beach, San Diego, Fresno, Santa 
Barbara, Merced, Petaluma, 
Whittier and Ventura. Ward 
employees in Portland, Ore. and 
Las Vegas, New Mexico also 
chose the Retail Clerks. 

“Some talk has been promoted 
among Ward employees—but not 
by the Retail Clerks, obviously— 
that a vote for Local 1265 can 
only mean a strike. It should 
be said emphatically that such 
talk is untrue, and is plainly an 
attempt to win votes away from 
the Retail Clerks in the election 
Monday. 

‘MEMBERS DECIDE’ 

“Ward's cannot refuse to deal 
with the Clerks if the store's 
employees chose that union to 
represent them. 

“On the other hand, Local 
1265 has never said that there 
couldn't be a strike. Strikes are 
always possible but if it comes 
that, the final decision on 
any such action will remain en- 
tirely with the employees them- 
selves. 

“Local 1265 has emphasized 
that its policy always is to give 
the members a full voice and 
vote in union affairs, the final 
decisions are always theirs to 
make. 

“But finally, Local 1265 has 
rested its case with Ward em- 
ployees on the simple fact that 
the -Retail Clerks is the one un- 
ion run by retail store employees 
for retail store employees—the 
one union in the AFL devoted 
exclusively to the welfare of re- 
tail store employees.”

When Mrs. Carter’s son went 
into the Navy, she was not too 
dismayed, She was not well 


enough to work, but she knew 
John’s Navy allotment check 
would provide for her simple 
needs. John had written that 
deductions had been regularly 
taken from his pay check each 
month. But when five months 
went by without any checks, she 
became concerned. 


As a member of Culinary 
Workers Alliance, Local 31, she 
went to this AFL union for help, 
and was referred to Raymond 
R. Colliver, AFL Community 
Services Director. of the East 
Bay United Crusade. 


When Mrs. Carter saw the AFL] 
Community Services  director,| 
she was totally without food and 
money and her rent was due 
again. AS an emergency mea- 
sure, Colliver’s office contacted 
the Catholic Social Service, a 
Crusade supported member 
agency, which agreed to tide) 
Mrs. Carter over until the checks 
started coming through. 


Using all the “know-how” at) 
their disposal, the AFL Com- 
munity Service informed Con- 
gressman George P. Miller, who 
immediately called his Wash- 
ington office, which in turn, 
contacted the Family Allowance 
Unit of the Navy Department. A 
new set of forms was sent to 
Mrs. Carter. The AFL Com- 
munity Services helped her fill 
them out and .expedited ,their 
return to Washington.
